A YOUNG woman was killed 
when her car left the road at

Suffolk police were called 
just after midnight to reports 
a vehicle had been found off 
the road on the All south¬ 
bound. 

The body of Lauren Danks, 
22, from Soham, was found 
inside the Citroen car. 

Police began an investiga¬ 
tion and discovered a second 
vehicle - a Jaguar - had been

involved. 

This vehicle was then 
traced and recovered by po¬ 
lice. 

A 63-year-old man from 
the Brandon area was arrest¬ 
ed on suspicion of causing 
death by dangerous driving, 
drink-driving, and failing to 
stop following a road traffic 
collision. 

He was taken to Bury St 
Edmunds Police Investiga¬ 
tion Centre for questioning 


and has been released on 
bail until Saturday, May 6, 
2017 pending further inquir¬ 
ies. 

The police investigation 
closed the road for nearly 12 
hours causing huge tailback 
with vehicles backing up all 
the way to Newmarket

Heath District Council does not have a masterplan with the Ministry of Defence 

Residents fear 


being ‘swamped’ 


A RESIDENTS’ group fears 
that plans to build thousands 
of homes in Mildenhall could 
“swamp” the townsfolk and 
damage people’s livelihoods. 

Mildenhall and District 
Action Group claims that 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil’s Local Plan, which in¬ 
cludes building 1,350 homes, 
needs to be postponed until 
after the Ministry of De¬ 
fence (MoD) makes a 
decision on the future of RAF 
Mildenhall. 

The MoD announced last 
week that the base would not 
be used by the RAF, but it has 
previously said that the site 
could be developed for 4,000 
additional homes. 

Andrew Neal, representa¬ 
tive of MDAG, told the News: 
“We’re all Mildenhall peo¬ 
ple, born and bred, and the 
council are looking to grow 
the town at an alarming rate 
without any thought about 
the history of the town or the 
villages that surround it. 

“The growth is so 
vastly projected that 

villages are going to be 
swamped. The size of Milden¬ 
hall will double. 

“People’s livelihoods and 
the history of the town are at 
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stake here.” 

In September, the council 
released an RAF Mildenhall 
prospectus which suggested 
rough plans for 2,000 homes 
and 2,000 jobs. 

The council aimed to con¬ 
sult with residents on the 
rough plan to suggest to the 
MoD, if the ministry submit¬ 
ted a planning application. 

Residents, however, believe 
that the number of homes 
could outweigh jobs if the 
council does not work with 
the MoD on a masterplan. 

They fear that housing work 
before this happens could 
lead to higher unemployment 
and a drop in house prices. 

The Mildenhall hub, which 
was revealed in 2013, is a 
project that aims to bring a 
new school as well as leisure, 
health, police and fire facili¬ 
ties, and a job centre on to 
one shared site. 

The council has, however, 
denied that more housing will 
be built there. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The Local Plan includes al¬ 
locations for some 1,350 new 


homes balanced with ap¬ 
proximately 50 hectares of 
new employment land. 

“This is proposed growth 
to meet the existing demand 
we are facing as a community. 
A preferred options report is 
being finalised and will go out 
to its final stage of consulta¬ 
tion in January. 

“There are land condition 
issues [on RAF Mildenhall] 
that will need to be investigat¬ 
ed and remedied before any 
development can take place. 

“It is owned by the Ministry 
of Defence and we are look¬ 
ing to work with them on a 
masterplan for the site that 
will address concerns over in¬ 
frastructure. 

“However, what is clear is 
that by the very nature of the 
United States Visiting Forces 
leaving Mildenhall, the shape 
and nature of the town will 
change. 

“This includes the loss of 
some redundant agricultural 
land to meet local needs.”

College to get 
£ 16 m upgrade 


A VILLAGE College is plan¬ 
ning a £16.7 million expan¬ 
sion which includes 22 new 
classrooms, an auditorium 
and a 4G Astro Turf pitch. 

Work will start on the ma¬ 
jor project at Bottisham Vil¬ 
lage College next summer. 

The college hopes to have 
all the new facilities avail¬ 
able to students and the lo¬ 
cal community by 2019. 

Kate Evans, executive 
principal, told the News: 
“We’re incredibly excited. 
We’ve worked very hard to 
secure the funding to allow 
us to make this develop¬ 
ment. 

“The funding has come 
from two sources. The £4 
million comes directly from 
the Department for Educa¬ 
tion, and that’s linked to the 
fact that we’ve been heavily 
oversubscribed in terms of 
applications due to being 
an outstanding school, and 
the reputation we have in 
the community. 

“The other £12.7 mil¬ 
lion has come from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil, which is responding 
to the local needs, as the 
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growth within our existing 
catchment has increased. 
And so looking forward, 
these facilities will help us 
expand significantly to in¬ 
crease our student capacity. 

“At the moment we’ve 
had capacity for 240 stu¬ 
dents in each year group for 
the past three years. And so 
from 2019 onwards, when 
it’s all completed, we’ll be 
able to take 300 in each year 
group.” 

She added: “It’s a very 
significant amount of mon¬ 
ey, and it will enable us to 
provide really outstanding 
facilities across all areas, 
and that’s all our students 
deserve really. 

“The main part of the 
project will begin in the 
summer of 2017. 

“We’re building a brand 
new block, where we will 
have an auditorium, new 
dining facilities, new dra¬ 
ma, dance and music facili¬ 
ties, and English and maths 


classrooms. 

“In addition to that, 
there’s going to be a re¬ 
working within the original 
part of the school, which 
will be refurbishment in the 
main part of the school. So 
it’s a very large project. 

“There’s also going to be 
a very significant improve¬ 
ment to our sports facili¬ 
ties, so we’re working with 
The Football Foundation 
to secure some additional 
funding. And so that will 
include a brand new 4G As- 
troTurf pitch, floodlit, and 
new tennis courts. 

“Those will be used 
throughout the day for our 
students, but also a great 
addition to the community 
for evenings and weekends. 

“And that’s very much in 
keeping with our role as 
a village college. It will be 
first class, fabulous facili¬ 
ties across the board.”

Teen jailed after 
BB gun offences 


A TEENAGER who has used 
drugs since he was 8-years- 
old has been jailed after he 
admitted possessing a BB gun 
in three separate disorder inci¬ 
dents. 

Flynn Matthews, 19, of El- 
dith Avenue, Fordham, previ¬ 
ously pleaded guilty to pos¬ 
sessing an imitation firearm 
and possessing cannabis. 

He was sentenced last week 
at Cambridge Crown Court, 
where he was given nine 
months in prison. Two other 
charges, affray and possessing 
an offensive weapon, were or¬ 
dered to lie on file. 

Stephen Mather, prosecut¬ 
ing, said between Decem¬ 
ber 26 and 29 last year a fight 
broke out between Matthews 
and his friends against a group 
of other men in Cambridge. 

He added: “Matthews lifted 
his jacket up and revealed 
what looked like a gun in his 
waistband. 

“He grabbed it [as if to use it} 
but there is nothing to suggest 
it was brandished.” 

On December 27 Matthews 
and a co-defendant, 31-year-

old Luke Sheppherd of Tavis¬ 
tock Road, Cambridge, were 
at Cambridge railway station 
and the BB gun was held to the 
head of a victim by Sheppherd. 

Sheppherd told the victim, 
a charity worker helping refu¬ 
gees, that he was going to be 
shot, the court heard. 

Mr Mather added: “At 2am 
there was a further altercation 
in the market square in Cam¬ 
bridge. It was between Mat¬ 
thews and some other men. 

“Matthews lifted his jacket 
up to show the imitation arm, 
telling the other men ‘Don’t 
touch us, we’re gypsies’.” 

Matthews was later arrested 
and admitted possessing the 
BB gun in all three incidents, 
and possessing cannabis, to 
police. 

William Maley, mitigating, 
said Matthews had been using 
cannabis since he was 8-years- 
old. 

He said: “From 11 he was 
using amphetamine, and he 
used heroin at 15 after his girl¬ 


friend passed away. 

“He was able to rid himself 
of using that by locking him¬ 
self in a room [until his drug 
cravings went away].” 

Mr Maley said Matthews’ 
mother had a bladder condi¬ 
tion, his brother had epilepsy 
and Matthews was now en¬ 
gaged - with his girlfriend ex¬ 
pecting a baby. 

He added: “These were ri¬ 
diculous, stupid, naive and ju¬ 
venile mistakes. 

“My client carried a BB gun 
around; one wonders where 
his head was at the time.” 

Recorder Joseph Boothby 
said Matthews had been be¬ 
fore the courts on 16 previous 
occasions for 30 criminal of¬ 
fences based on “wild and im¬ 
pulsive aggression”. 

He told Matthews: “In one 
of these offences your co- 
defendant [Luke Sheppherd] 
got 21 months in jail for seri¬ 
ous use of the same imitation 
handgun you chose to show to 
others. The public has to have 
a break from you and you have 
to realise your actions have 
consequences.”

Home Secretary 
agrees with ruling

AN ALLEGED hacker from Strad- 
ishall has said he could die in 
prison after the Home Secretary 
authorised his extradition to the 
US. 

Amber Rudd signed an extradi¬ 
tion order for 31-year-old Lauri 
Love on Monday. 

Love, who has Asperger syn¬ 
drome, is accused of stealing large 
amounts of data from American 
government agencies including 
the Lederal Reserve, Nasa and the 
LBI between 2012 and 2013. 

US authorities have been 
pushing for him to face trial in 
the States, but he and his law¬ 
yers have argued that extradi¬ 
tion would take a huge toll on his 
mental health. 

District Judge Nina Tempia 
ruled of September 16 at West¬ 
minster Magistrates’ Court that 
Love could be extradited. 

The Home Secretary was given 
two months to consider four legal 
matters - including if there was a 
risk of the death penalty - before 
deciding whether to block or or¬ 
der extradition. 

A Home Office spokesman said: 
“On Monday, November 14, the 
Secretary of State, having careful¬ 
ly considered all relevant matters, 
signed an order for Lauri Love’s 
extradition to the United States.” 

Love has 14 days to apply for 
permission to appeal against the 
decision. 

The alleged hacker, who suf¬ 


fers from eczema and depression, 
could face 99 years behind bars in 
the US, according to his lawyers. 

He told the Daily Mail: “I don’t 
think much of my future life pros¬ 
pects. I face decades and decades 
behind bars and at worst I may 
die. 

“We were kind of expecting this 
but it’s still a disappointment and 
a kick in the gut. I’ve got to watch 
my mental health now and make 
sure I have support. We will put as 
much as we can into the appeal.” 

It is alleged that he placed 


“back doors” in the websites he 
is said to have compromised, al¬ 
lowing him to return and steal the 
data - which caused “millions of 
dollars” damage. 

Tor Ekeland, Love’s US lawyer 
and an expert in hacking cases, 
said Ms Rudd was “boxed in” by 
UK legislation and would have 
found it “very hard” to justify 
blocking the extradition. 

He added that Love has “one 
more shot” at appealing against 
the decision by the Home Secre¬ 
tary. 


COUNCIL 

Devolution 
plans on 
the table 

FOREST Heath District and 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
councils will meet next week 
to discuss the £1 billion 
devolution plans for Suffolk 
and Norfolk. 

Devolution would see 
more decision-making 
powers and accountability 
move closer to home, away 
from Westminster. 

This follows an agreement 
in June this year to consult 
on the Government's offer 
to devolve more than £1 
billion of funding over the 
next 30 years - mainly 
for homes, transport and 
creating local jobs. 

Forest Heath District 
Council leader, Cllr 
James Waters, said: "The 
ambitious deal on the table 
is rightly focused on the 
economy and means that 
people who understand 
the needs of people who 
live and work in Norfolk 
and Suffolk are the ones 
taking decisions on where 
major investment should be 
spent. I believe it is a step 
in the right direction and we 
must grasp this opportunity 
firmly because such an offer 
is unlikely to come up again 
for years, if ever." 

The formal process 
requires an order to be laid 
in Parliament to create a 
Norfolk and Suffolk Mayoral 
Combined Authority 
which would then become 
responsible for deciding 
how the new funding would 
be allocated.

End of the line 
for phone boxes 


A NUMBER of phone boxes 
across Forest Heath district 
are set to be removed by 
British Telecom. 

BT said that public phone 
usage had plummeted by 
more than 90 per cent in the 
past decade and was con¬ 
tinuing to fall. 

In the last year, fewer than 
half of the 26 phone boxes in 
the district facing removal 
attracted a total of 97 calls. 

A spokesman for BT said: 
“BT is committed to provid¬ 
ing a public payphone ser¬ 
vice but with usage declin¬ 
ing by over 90 per cent in the 
last decade we’ve commit¬ 
ted to review and remove 
payphones which are no 
longer needed. 

“Any removal of pay¬ 
phones is carried out in 
strict adherence to the Of- 
com guidelines and, where 
appropriate, with the con¬ 
sent of local authorities. 

“In all instances where 
there’s no other payphone 
within 400 metres, we’ll ask 
for consent from the lo-

cal authority to remove the 
payphone. Where we receive 
objections from the local 
authority we won’t remove 
the payphone.” 

The spokesman said that 
the huge rise in mobile 
phone ownership meant the 
demand for a payphone ser¬ 
vice was not there any more 
and an Ofcom report had 
found that most people did 
not consider payphones to 
be essential in most circum¬ 
stances. 

BT has started a 90 day 
consultation process with 
the district council which 
closes on January 4 about 
getting rid of the payphones. 

Notices have been put on 
the phone boxes which are 
under threat. 

BT said communities 
across the district would be 
able to “adopt” for £1 tradi¬ 
tional red telephone boxes 
which were being closed. 


More than 3,500 boxes 
across the country have 
been adopted as commu¬ 
nity assets and are in use to 
store defibrillators for use in 
cases of cardiac arrest, mini 
art galleries, libraries and 
mini coffee kiosks. 

BT said that around a 
third of its estate of nearly 
55,000 payphones were 
used to make less than a call 
a month on average. 

The phone boxes in New¬ 
market are in Brickfields 
Avenue, Cheveley Road, 
Ley Road in Stetchworth, 
Brinkley Road in Burrough 
Green, New Cottages in 
Snailwell, Church Street in 
Ashley, The Street in Kirtling 
and The Street in Moulton. 
Out of those pay phones, 
five were used this year. The 
New Cottages phone box 
was used the most, attract¬ 
ing a total of 17 calls.

Corrie’s mum 
in new appeal

THE mum of missing RAF 
serviceman Corrie McK- 
eague has made a plea to 
West Suffolk College to help 
find her son. 

Nicola Urquhart, a police 
officer in Scotland, asked the 
college in Bury St Edmunds 
last Monday to speak to its 
4,000 students, as they may 
have seen Corrie and not re¬ 
alised it was him. 

Corrie, 23, has been miss¬ 
ing since 3.25am on Septem¬ 
ber 24 after a night out in 
Bury St Edmunds. His phone 
was traced to Barton Mills 
but has not been found. 

Mrs Urquhart, pictured, 
said: “Please speak to your 
students. They may have 
seen somebody suspicious, 
something that didn’t feel 
right. 

“At 3.25am he evaporated 
- that is impossible. It’s more 
likely he left in a vehicle. Call 
Crimestoppers if someone 


I 

that night made you feel un¬ 
comfortable. 

“The only way I will ever 
find Corrie is when some¬ 
body comes forward with a 
bit of information they don’t 
know is important.” 

The RAF serviceman was 
reported missing when he 
failed to turn up at RAF Hon- 
ington, Suffolk, for work. 

Reports claim that he was 
trying to walk back to his 
base when he vanished. 

Mrs Urquhart believes 
Corrie left the centre of Bury 
in a vehicle, as there is no evi¬ 


dence of him anywhere after 
he was captured on CCTV. 

Colin Shaw, vice principal, 
student and learning sup¬ 
port at West Suffolk College, 
said: “We are happy to do 
everything we can to support 
Nicola and the police in their 
search for Corrie. 

“The young people at our 
college come from a wide 
geographical area and have 
a large social network. Hope¬ 
fully, after Nicola’s visit, when 
our support staff are talking 
to students there may be 
something that will trigger 
some new information.” 

Police closed one lane of 
the A14 east of Bury St Ed¬ 
munds at 10am yesterday, 
in order to conduct a further 
search for Corrie. 

Anyone with information 
that may help is asked to call 
the incident room on (01473) 
782019.

‘20 per cent of 
children poor’

ONE in five children in West 
Suffolk are suffering from 
poverty, new figures have re¬ 
vealed. 

The End Child Poverty 
coalition has published new 
figures which show more 
than three million children 
are living in poverty in the 
UK - including 22.4 per cent 
of children in the East of 
England as a whole. 

The figures show that West 
Suffolk has an average of 

20.6 per cent of children suf¬ 
fering from poverty. 

Cambridge MP Daniel 
Zeichner told the News: “It 
is utterly disgraceful that the 
Tories are plunging a genera¬ 
tion of children into poverty. 

“The Government have 
an opportunity to use the 
upcoming Autumn State¬ 
ment to end the freeze on 
children’s benefits, and to 
reverse the cuts to in-work 
benefits under Universal 


Credit. They must take it.” 

After housing costs, the 
places in West Suffolk that 
suffer the most are All Saints 
with 22.65 per cent, Exn- 
ing with 22.6 per cent, The 
Severals with 24 per cent, 
Eriswell and The Rows with 
25.13 per cent, Market with 
27.4 per cent and Bury St Ed¬ 
munds at 17.8 per cent. 

The figures in West Suffolk 
are lower in Barningham at 

9.6 per cent, Barrow at 8.7 
per cent, Haverhill West at 
8.43 per cent and Manor at 

12.6 per cent. 

The rest of Suffolk does 
not fare much better, as 
Coastal Suffolk is at 21.5 per 
cent, South Suffolk is at 20.4 
per cent, and Central Suffolk 
is at 17.96 per cent. 

Neighbours in Cambridge 
are at 22.88 per cent, South 
Cambridgeshire 13.8 per 
cent, Huntingdonshire 17.3 
per cent, and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire 15.8 per cent. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk 
County Council said: “The 
county council is commit¬ 


ted to reducing the levels of 
child poverty in Suffolk. 

“Suffolk County Council 
promotes a wide range of 
services that contribute to 
breaking the cycle of child 
poverty, including support¬ 
ing parents to access free or 
affordable childcare so they 
can work or study. 

“Families can also access 
financial inclusion officers 
and Job Centre Plus advisors 
through children’s centres, to 
ensure they are receiving the 
financial benefits that they 
are entitled to and help them 
find suitable employment.” 

The figures show child 
poverty is the highest in 
large cities, particularly in 
London, Birmingham and 
Manchester and lowest in 
constituencies Gordon, West 
Aberdeenshire and Kincar¬ 
dine, Sheffield Hallam, and 
York Outer.

Low priority 
for parking

THE Crime Commissioner for 
Suffolk has urged for patience 
as police prepare to transfer 
on-street parking powers to the 
county council. 

The changeover to civil park¬ 
ing enforcement should be in 
place by April, 2019. 

It would mean local authorities 
would deal with routine parking 
issues instead of the police. 

Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Tim Passmore, told the 
News: “If you have dedicated 
teams run by the local author¬ 
ity, parking enforcement will be 
done much more effectively. 

“We’ve got to remember, the 
cost of the Suffolk force is the 
third lowest in the UK. And we’re 
one of three counties in the UK 
who are still doing parking en¬ 
forcement. It will have less strain 
on resources.” 

After the changeover, police 
officers would still deal with seri¬ 
ous breaches, such as parking on 
a bend. The more routine cases, 
such as parking on a double yel¬ 
low line, would be dealt with by 
the local authority. 

Mr Passmore said that he un¬ 
derstood the public’s concern at 
waiting two years to have regular 
parking enforcement. 

He said: “The reason why it’ll 
take so long is that we need to get 
it through Parliament. There’s 
nothing I can do apart from lob¬ 
bying our MPs to get on with the

process. 

“But first of all, we’ve got to get 
all authority leaders to agree to 
this. We’ve got a meeting on No¬ 
vember 18 so we can get on with 
it. 

“I’m prepared to put a sub¬ 
stantial amount of money into 
getting the schemes up and 
running. But until then, I would 
ask, to please understand that 
we’re not in a position with the 
resources to focus entirely on 
parking. We have important is¬ 
sues like cyber crime and do¬ 
mestic abuse to deal with.”

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Burwell is a large village and civil parish in Cambridgeshire, England, about 
10 miles (16 km) north-east of Cambridge . It lies on the south-eastern edge of The Fens , a 
large area of relatively flat former marshland close to sea level, and covers the majority of 
Cambridgeshire and neighbouring Lincolnshire . The fens to the west of the village are drained 
with the help of the man-made Cambridgeshire Lode waterways, including Burwell Lode which 
has been important in the growth of the village. 

Burwell Museum depicts life through the centuries on the edge of the 

Cambridgeshire fens. 

Opened in 1992, it is housed in a collection of different buildings. Some are reconstructed 
from other sites, such as the 18th century timber-framed barn, and others are built in the local 
style using mainly reclaimed materials, such as the wagon sheds/granary display area. 

The displays are set out as ‘scenes’ (rather like stage sets) with lots of individual artefacts 
making each display, in order to give visitors a better idea of how, where and when items were 
used. Themes and exhibits include agriculture, period rooms and household items, military 
life, a blacksmith’s shop, a reconstruction of a Roman potter’s workshop, Victorian school 
room, vintage vehicles, carts and farm equipment. 

The neighbouring Grade lllisted windmill, Stevens’ Mill, is also part of the museum and can 
be visited when the museum is open. 

Stevens’ Mill at Burwell was probably built about 1820. The mill was to stay in the Carter family 
until 1884 when it was sold to George Martin, who had previously been the tenant miller. By 
the 1920s, the mill which at one time could be powered also by steam, was owned by the 
Stevens family.

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Audi unveils new A5 Cabriolet prior to 


AUDI has unveiled the new A5 Cabriolet ahead of 
the drop-top model's arrival in Britain next month. 

Based on the same platform as the latest A5 
Coupe, the convertible boasts a weight reduction 
of up to 40kg and a 40 per cent improvement in 
torsional rigidity, compared with its predecessor. 

Because the new model is slightly larger than 
the old A5 Cabriolet, Audi says there is now more 
space for passengers, with an 18mm increase in 
rear knee room and 26mm improvement in front 
shoulder room.

THE NEW A5 CABRIOLET: Upgrades all round 


Revealed: Ely is the 
UK’s posh car capital 



D RAMATIC differences in the 

values of cars offered to dealers 
across Britain are highlighted 
in a new study revealing Ely in 
Cambridgeshire as the UK's posh car 
capital. 

The analysis, by Wizzle.co.uk - a 
consumer car selling service - also 
reveals Rhondda, in the Welsh valleys, 
as the place where motorists sell 
more cheap and cheerful cars than 
anywhere else. 

Although the most expensive car 
currently advertised on Wizzle is a 
£76,000 Lamborghini Gallardo in 
London, it's Cambridgeshire where 
motorists are offering the highest 
average value cars for sale. 

With an average asking price 
of £36,358, motorists across 
Cambridgeshire are typically selling 
cars worth twice as much as drivers in 
neighbouring regions such as Norfolk, 
Suffolk and Lincolnshire. 

But it's the Welsh valleys where 
the most cheap and cheerful motors 
are on offer, with the crown taken by 
Rhondda Cynon Taf where average 
values rarely reach four figures. That's 
where the cheapest car for sale on 
Wizzle - a £500 nine-year-old Ford 
Ka - is currently offered. 


BMW M3: That'll do nicely! 

The study also reveals that motorists 
in Birmingham, Leicester and Leeds 
are most switched on to the idea of 
selling their car for cash, rather than 
part exchanging it. In contrast, Scots 
and motorists in Wales are the least 
likely to go online for a cash sale. 

Wizzle founder Sebastien Duval 
said: "We decided to analyse the 
values of cars advertised around the 
country when somebody uploaded 
details of their Lamborghini Gallardo 
to sell. We wanted to test our 


assumption that the capital would be 
where all the best cars are offered. 

"So it came as a surprise to find that 
Cambridgeshire was where the most 
expensive vehicles are being sold on 
Wizzle. 

"Despite the appearance of a 
Lamborghini on our site, London 
actually falls somewhere in the middle 
of our national car values range, some 
way behind places like Hampshire, 
Gloucester, Shropshire and even the 
Isle of Wight. In fact, London doesn't 


even make the top ten in terms of 
posh cars on sale. 

"On the other side of the coin 
it seems to be Scotland and Wales 
where the cheaper cars tend to be 
most commonly offered, with the 
cheapest being in the valleys of 
South Wales. Interestingly that also 
coincides with our finding that fewer 
cars in general are being offered for a 
cash purchase in Scotland and Wales 
too."

Employers ‘should 
join electric car era’ 

ALMOST 700,000 UK motorists 
would join the electric vehicle 
revolution, if they were given the 
opportunity by their employers, 
according to new research 
revealed at the Go Ultra Low 
'Future of the Car' Summit. 

A survey of UK company car 
drivers commissioned by Go Ultra 
Low, a joint Government and 
automotive industry campaign, 
found that only 25 per cent of 
businesses currently offer electric 
company cars to employees. 

And 69 per cent said they would 
be 'likely' to choose an EV as their 
next company car, if they could. 

The incidence is higher among 
companies who do already offer 
EVs to their employees, with 86 
per cent of respondents saying 
they would be likely to consider 
an electric car next time around.

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Coach backs Resztan for success at Euros 


DEMIE-JADE Resztan may be the 
youngest member of the England 
squad at the European Women's 
Boxing Championships in Bulgaria 
next week. 

But the 19-year-old New Astley 
fighter still stands a decent chance 
of coming home from Sofia with a 
medal, according to her club coach 
Mark O'Reilly. 

Resztan will be in action in the light- 
flyweight division, having claimed the 
English amateur belt last month to 
follow on from being crowned England 
Senior Elite champion last season. 

And O'Reilly believes she is in 
good shape for the Europeans after 
spending the last four weekends 
training with the national squad in 
Sheffield. 

He said: "Preparations have been 
going well and Demie had her last 
hard training session where they were 
sparring with the Ireland and Wales 
females. 

"The (Great Britain and 
England) head coach Amanda Coulson 
is very pleased with her and I'd 
probably say she's better than when 
she won the Elites. 

"She's physically stronger and with 
that little bit of confidence now, she 
has that desire to do really well and 
the self-belief that belongs in that sort 
of category. 

"If I'm being honest, I never

thought she'd get as far as she has at 
this stage - I always expected her to 
do well by the time she was 22 or 23, 
but she has done it a lot quicker than I 
thought and that's credit to her. 

"She boxed at the European Youths 
a couple of years ago and was a bit 
overcome and boxed a very good girl 
from Ukraine. 

"But it's a different story now, she's 
national champion, No 1 in the UK, 
and it's just a matter of putting the 
performances together." 

Resztan's England team will be 
travelling with the Great Britain squad 
and O'Reilly hopes she will be able to 
catch the eye at the competition. 

He said: "The GB coaches were at 
the last training session with the GB 
girls and Demie said she felt a bit of 
pressure, but she did really well. 

"But in international boxing it's all 
about the draw and if you get a good 
draw, then before you know where you 
are, you could be in a medal position. 

"You need a little bit of luck, but if 
she gets a win in her first bout, she'll 
take some stopping and I believe she 
has the chance of a medal. 

"She could have five bouts in six 
days if she gets to the final, but she's 
more than ready because of the 
training we've done. We've left no 
stone unturned."

MARK Burchett may not have 
troubled the scorers at the latest 
round of Mildenhall Cycling 
Club's off-road championships. 

But it marked the return to 
action of the club chairman 
following open heart surgery in 
the summer. 

Burchett, 54, was admitted to 
West Suffolk Hospital in June and 
within two weeks was transferred 
to Papworth Hospital, where he 
underwent successful surgery 
to repair the mitral valve in his 
heart. 

"I just thought I had got a 
bad dose of the flu or a virus, 
but it turned out to be bacterial 
endocarditis which had caused 
some damage to a valve in my 
heart," he said. 

"I cannot fault any of the NHS 
staff who cared for me before 
I left West Suffolk Hospital in 
August when my long road to 
recovery started. 

"I have recently been out on 
my bike a few times with my 
wife Mandy over short distances, 
although the off-road event was 
the first time not on tarmac and 
I'm feeling okay." 

Burchett said he was just 
delighted to be on the bike again 
after his health scare. 

"I was just following the 
excellent advice from the cardiac 
physios to ride at a comfortable 
pace, which is exactly what I did," 
he said. 

"I certainly was not racing and 
just ignored the riders who kept 
lapping me!" 

"It felt wonderful to be taking 
part again and even the rain held 
off until we'd enjoyed a cuppa 
afterwards from organiser Sturmey 
(Barry Archer)." 

In terms of results, Matt Skeats 
edged out Matthew Mantle in the 
over-18s race, with both finishing 
a lap ahead of Garth Collier. 

Mantle's son Colin was the 
fastest in the under-18s section, 
while his wife Diane narrowly lost 
out to Judith Robb in the women's 
class.
